Toronto, Dec. 17. — Dr. Andrews and 
the othera implicated in tho abortion case 
wero again remanded till to-day. Tho girl 
Leslie ia rapidly recovering. It is said 
that startling developments will be ruado 
in this case. 

A writ waa issued a't Osgoode Hall yoa- 
yeaday at the instance of A. Jardino, 
wholeaalo grocer, against D . J. .Jackson, 
of the Newmarket Era, for £10,000 dam- 
agos for libel. The libel complained of 
referred'to Pure Gold Baking Powder, 
prepared and sold by plaintiff, and stated 
that there was enough poison in one pack- 
ago to kill twelve persons.

He has just 
sold it for Ij78, 000, its value consisting in 
an abundant water supply. 

At a turkey fair at Smith's Falls $20,- 
000 worth of poultry was disposed of. 

Drummondvillk, Q., Dec. 15, — Horace 
Cartier and Horace Jones, two promising 
boys of sixteen, were skating homewards 
on the river here yesterday, and while 
Jones was skating backwards ho went 
right into tho open channel, dragging Iub 
companion with him. Cartier's elder 
brother crept to tho edge of the ice, when 
it gave way, and ho, too, fell into tho 
water. Ho was rescued, but tho other 
two were drowned. 

Brandon, Man., Ddc. 10. — Chief of 
Police McMillan accidentally shot him- 
self in Mayor Smart's office this morning, 
and expired within an hour and a half. 
Tho accident occurred so suddenly that 
the exact particulars are not olearly 
known. The chief was talking to Mayor 
Smart with a rille in his Maud. Ho had 
beon examining it and left it full cock. 
Then carelessly placing tho bu^ on the 
floor, lie stood with the muzzle noar Iub 
stomach, and as he was stooping toput tho 
cover on tho gun the strap caught tho 
trigger and the weapon was discharged. 
The bullot entered the abdomen and wont 
clear through his body. He stood mo- 
tionless a second or two, and than sank 
suddenly to the floor. Medical aid was 
summoned and everything was done to 
save his life, but he expired about half- 
past twelve

— Philip Laird, a farm- 
er living ihreu iOjlies iioiia tOWll, full dead 
fq-day of apoplexy. Ho was a brother of 
Rev. W, H. Laird, of Woodstock. 

Qitkbec, Dec. 21. — Fire in Brnnef & 
Laurent's dry goods storo damaged tho 
building and stock to the extent of §75, 
000. 

London, Deo. 17. — Tho father of Ben 
Simmons has become insane through 
brooding over the death of his son on the 
scaffold. 

St. Arma^p, Quo., Dec. 17. — A terrible 
catastrophe 'occurred here on Saturday 
afternoon. While skating ou Missisqui 
Bay, a Miss Seroggio and Honry Burko 
broke through the ico and tho latter was 
drowned, tho girl being resouud. Shortly 
after a relief party was organized to search 
for Burke's body, and while engngod in 
grappling a terrible discovery was mado. A 
sleigh was found under tho ice aud soou 
after tho bodies of Henry Cordorette, his 
son aud his daughter, wero brought to the 
surface. They had broke through the ice 
while attempting to drive over it, aud ull 
had been drowned. Nobody had known of 
their disappearance until their bodios were 
found. All were well known and respected 
persons and their sudden deaths have cre- 
ated a great sensation. 

Montreal, Dec. 14. — Decision was 
given to-day in tho celebrated ^lelvin 
Smith divorce cauo. This suit for separa- 
tion wiis brought by Mrs. Smith, and tho 
evidence i,d,tuced for '.he plaintiff went to 
show that she had beon ill-treated and 
neglected. Judge Doherty, in delivering 
judgment, stonily criticised tho defendant, 
both for (lis shameful treatment of hia 
wife and for the diagraceiul nature of the 
defence sot up by him, which was intend- 
ed to asaa.il his wife's chastity. 

Hon. J. A. Choplean and Sir A. Caron 
are in Now York consulting physicians. 

Tho ovidonco in tho soup poisoning case, 
it iB said, is insufficient to hold tho arrest- 
od parties for trial, nnd thoy will bo ad- 
mitted to bail for the present. 

Dr. Chartrand, a professor at tho Vic- 
toria Medical School, had occasion a fow 
days ago to order one of the students who 
was creating a disturbance during his 
lecture to leavo t|ie room. A number of 
the student's companions followed him. 
and next Jay tho doptor remarked that 
ihpfjo who had thought proper to go away 
tho proviouo day might as well have kept 
aw'ay altogether. One of tho atudants 
made a few remarks and was again ordered 
out. Yesterday morning four of the stu- 
donta who took a moro prominont part in 
the matter received official notice of their 
dismissal from the school. Upon being 



informed of thia, tho whole of the students, 
numbering about 100, left tho school in a 
body and declared that they would not 
return until their friends woro reinstated.

A NECESSARY EXECUTION. 

The northwest council, which is com- 
posed of men who wero on the spot where 
the scenes in the lato rebellion wero on- 
acted, and are immediately acquainted 
with the circumstances that led to that 
unfortunate afl'uir, have unanimously re- 
solved that Louis ltiol's exocution was 
righteous; that ho suffered death because 
ho had courted and deserved it by stirring 
up the Indians and Motis to rebellion. 
Hon. Mr. Ohapleau, who is now in New 
York, was interviewed on the subject of 
tho hanging. Ho declared that ltiel de- 
served his fate, and that had ho escaped 
death tho existence of the confederation 
would have been imperiled. For the rela- 
tives ofJ&Riel, , the innocent suf- 
ferers of the consequoncos of his great 
crime, one naturally feels a deep sym- 
pathy; but sympathy must also be ox- 
pressed for the wives and little ones of 
tho brave fellows who lost their lives in 
putting down the rebollion. There is no 
reason for the agitation that has lately 
swopt over the French province, and at 
one time threatened the destruction of 
the Macdonald government. If out of so 
bad a man as Riel can be constructed a 
martyr, all that can be said in depreca- 
tion is that modern martyrs are mudo of 
very cheap material, indeed. Kiel's execu- 
tion was not alone a necessity-it was an act 
of just retribution . Ele was punished for 
his manifold offences against tho law and 
for his determined effort to overthrow the 
government of his country. This view 
is beginning to be accepted by tho better 
class of Quebec journalists and public 
men, and the feoling of hostility to Sir 
John's government that was at first 
evoked is dying away. In their preamble 
and resolutions the Northwest council 
Bays: 

"Whereas public meetings have been 
held in certain portions of the Dominion, 
at which it was sought to condemn tho 
government for allowing the sentence of 
the court to bo carried into effect in tho 
case of Louis Riel, who had stirred up 
robellion among tho half-breeds and In- 
dians in these turritori , and who, after 
a fair and impartial trial by a competent 
tribunal, was convicted of high treason. 

And whereas, tho peace, progress and 
prosperity of these territories would have 
boon jeopardized and a feeling of insecurity 
would have existed among tho settlers had 
the man, twice guilty of rebellion, and who 
had not shrunk from the terrible responsi- 
bility of inciting the half-breeds and Indiana 
to armed insurrection, been permitted to 
escape the just penalty for his misdeeds. 

And whereas, a fair, firm and impartial 
administration of the law must bo had if 
the laws of our country are to bo respected 
by all classes, irrespective of nationality, 

Therefore this council desires to placo on 
record its endorsement of the action of tho 
Dominion government in allowing the sent- 
oncc- of the court to bo carried into effect. 



A WEKEINU SOCIALIST. 

Justus Schwab "runs" a lager beer sa- 
loon iu New York city. Ho is a socialist, 
a sort of leader of the agnostics, and takes 
a warm interest in all things that pertain 
to the progress of the non-believors and 
tho spread of thoir peculiar tenets. When 
the news of tho arrest of the San Francis- 
co journalist who proposed to blow sky- 
high all the capitalists on the coast from 
San Francisco to Victoria reached Justus, 
he fell into a fit of despondency, from 
which even the appeals of his customers 
for "zwie glass lager beor," and the chink 
of tho dimes as he swopt them into his 
till, scarcely served to nerve him. "Mem 
Gott," he sighed as he wiped tho foam 
of the flowing bowl from his lips with one 
hand and tho tears from his eyes with the 
other, "I lament that the days of chival- 
ry is past and that the spirit of Paladris is 
dead. American institutions and manners 
ureclude the production of great men. 
They are nipped in the bud and only me- 
diocre men prosper." A most unhappy 
state of affairs, truly, when four interest- 
ing young men who proponed to commit 
murder in its moBt atrocious form are 
"nipped in the bud" by tho police, and 
marched off iu handcuffs to a 
"dungeon coll. ' According tu Sehwub 
ihesej^j {interesting young ruffians 
ahould have been allowed to carry out 
their designa and lay the best part of San 
Francisco in ruins. According to the 
doctrine of Schwab, it is chivalrous to 
crawl beneath the houso of a man who 
never did you the least harm, who is not, 
perhaps, awaro of your existence, and 
blow him and his family up with a dyna- 
mite bomb. If this bo chivalrous, tho 
momory of ( luy Fawkea deserves to be 
embalmed witli that of the Crusaders and 
the youth who fired the Ephesian dome 
should be canonized, "Amorican insti- 
tutions and manners preclude the pro- 
duction of great men," do they ! Then 
Schwab should emigrate to somo other 
country where murder is not a crime and 
theft is condoned as a cardinal virtue. 
Wo would respectfully recommend to the 
attention of the beer -dispensing socialist 
tho intorior of Africa where tho peculiar 
ideas he entertains would find converts, 
and when the natives grew tired of lis- 
tening to the philosophy of their priest, 
they would knock him on the head and 
eat him. Schwab has demonstrated his 
usolessnesa for civilization; therefore he 
ahould be required honcefurlh to connort 
with savages. He is old and tough and 
might rest heavily on tho native stom- 
achs; but lie as ho does in his lager beer 
cellar, that would be their misfortune, 
not Schwab's fault. 



BUSINESS. 



The general verdict of storekeepers dur- 
ing the present period of lavish purchases 
is that trade is as good, if not hotter, thau 
that of any holiday season thoy have known. 
Stores aro more numerous, competition is 
keener, and if profits are not so largo the 
volume of transactions havo increased. 
These facts show that the population is 
steadily increasing and that tho demand 
for comforts, and even for luxuries, is 
growing with the ability o.f the people to 
buy them. Taking tho year as a whole, 
tho country has reason to be more thau 
satisfied with the result. In some 
branches of manufacture thero is 
a slackness; but this condition is by no 
means goneral. The improvement has 
been steady and genuine; and it will be 
entiroly tho fault of the inhabitants of 
this city if they do not continue to pros- 
per. Under any and all circumstances, 
Victorians should resolvo that their town 
shall continue tho chief mart of the pro- 
vince, No point should bo lost, no stone 
left unturned, no effort relaxod to firmly 
and unalterably cstablich this as the chief 
commercial port.

ENGLAND.

WALES. 

London, Dec. '23. — A later dispatch 
says that Iwelvo dead bodies havo been 
taken out of tho Ferndalo pit and thirty 
miners rescued, more or less injuted. 
Tho remainder of those who wore iu thu 
mine at. the time of tho explosion are bo- 
liovcdVto be safe. Tho explosion oocurred 
in tho upper of tho two seams. There 
wore 750 men in the mine aUtho time, 
the majority in the lo.wer seam, other- 
wise tho death list would havo beon much 
larger. At least fifty men were killed in 
the upper seam and scores are terribly 
burned. The injured wero carried 10 
places of safety by their more fortunate 
companions who had not boon hurt.

The Hicks IHyslery. 

A letter has been received by Capt. 
Moifatt from Mr. G. M. Jenkings, 
brother-in-law of tho late John Hicks, 
around whoso sad death there hangs so 
great a mystery. The following extract 
will show tho high esteem in which the 
deceased was held among hia English 
friends : 

"To me tho most torriblo feature, in 
the newspaper records, is tho (as I con- 
sider) utturly untenable theory of suicide, 
which my knowlodgo of the deceased 
unables me to feel I may look upon as 
preposterous. Ho would be the last man 
to destroy himself, even wero his pe- 
cuniary circumstances at a lowobb, aalate 
of things for which there is not, so fur as 
I know, the slightest reason to think he 
had drifted into." (A copy of a lottor 
written by deceased on the 2Gth October, 
one day before his cruel end, to his sister, 
Mr. Jenking's wife, is onclosed. It in in 
a very cheerful vein and would indicate 
the very opposito of a suicidal tendency.) 
"As regards his means 1 distinctly rueaii 
tho night before hia departure. Having 
purchased his ticket through to Victoria, 
ho had changed a considerable amount of 
English money into notes of a descrip- 
tion which I presume ho considered suita- 
ble for his purpose. I do not remember 
what description of notes they were nor 
can I state any amount, but I clearly re 
call the fact that ho showed my wife, 
children and self a considerable number 
of notes as curiosities to us, although of 
course, natural delicacy of feeling would 
prevent the acquirement on the part of 
others # of any accurate idea as to the 
amount. My impression was that it re- 
presented a considerable sum. Whatever 
conclusion tho jury in Victoria arrive at, 
all those who knew and, lovad/poor Jfohn 
Hioks in England (and they are very 
many) will feel quite sure that he was 
foully murdered. * * * It is a blow 
to us in England from far, far away, but 
it has atripken rnany a heart hare who 
only knew John Hicks as one of the kind- 
oat and beBt of men, ever ready to do a 
good action, ever willing to help and ren- 
der aid to others, and always thinking 
last of himself."

The report of the tiro wardens was read,

Areiiiaui Says He is a Volun- 
tary Prisoner in Old liuiley, 
Loudon. 

A member of the Feaian organiza- 
tion furnished a raporter of the New 
York Morning Journal with the fol- 
lowing information: 

"James McDermott is now living in 
the^Old Bailey Prison, in London. His 
hair has turned white. Ho does not 
dare to go outside the prison walls, 
and eagerly scans every tramp who en- 
ters the prison for fear he may be a 
Fenian come to kill him." The speaker 
went on to say that McDermott is a 
voluntary prisoner, dwelling in the 
great jail year after year because he ' is 
afraid to go outside of its dreary walls. 
Constantly tortured by terror his life 
is so miserable that the Fenians are 
afraid he will die, and want him to 
live. His picture is in every town, ham- 
let and hut in Ireland. The Fenians 
have sent it all over England, Scot- 
land, Wales and Australia. Irishmen 
in India and China have descriptions 
of him. There is no part of the world 
chat he might go to without being re- 
cognizod, for the Irish are in all coun- 
tries on which the sun rises. The Greely 
expedition found two Irishmen living 
up near the North Pole with Esqui- 
maux. They had belonged to the Arc- 
tic expedition of Sir John McClintock, 
-which went to hunt for Sir John 
Franklin, but stayed behind and sot- 
tied down in the country. McDermott 
could not find safety evon at the North 
Pole. The only spot in all the wide 
world that the man can live in is the 
Old Bailey Prison. lie has been im- 
prisoned for life, not by the statute 
law, but by thfi unwritton law and the 
justice of a patriotic people. 

"i\lcDermott," continued the Fenian, 
"at first colored his red hair jet black 
and disguised himself in other way, but 
he couldn't escape Irish identification. 
If he ever leaves prison he will be 
tracked and slain."
